Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Groseth argued that the published Japanese patent application 
does not teach removal of arsenic down to the low levels recited in the claims. The examiner explained that since 
Shaniuk et al. discloses that drinking water should have arsenic levels less than 5 ppb, it would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the liquid purification art to employ a sufficient amount of limestone in the modified primary reference 
system in order to achieve this result. Mr. Groseth also argued that this reference does not show that limestone can 
remove arsenic over the entire pH range of 4-10, as shown by Fig. 5. The examiner explained that this capability 
would be inherent in the limestone of the reference, for the same reason that Applicant's limestone has this capability. 
No agreements were reached, and no commitments were made..
